EAST IS THREATENED _ 
WITH SUGAR SHORTAGE. 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The 
Eastern States face a sugar 
shortage, with no prospect of 
rellet before late in November, 
when the new Hawaiian and west- 
ern beet crops arrive. In a state- 
ment tonight forecasting the short- 
age, the food administration again 
appealed to the American people to 
cut down their consumption of 
candy and sweet drinks, and at the 
same time gave warning that re- 
tallers already have received their 
stocks at prices recently agreed up- 
on, and the public should pay no 
more during the temporary scarcity 
in the East than it has been pay- 
ing during the past thirty days. 

The shortage is due, the adminis- 
tration says, to the failure of the 
public, outside of a few loyal homes, 
to reduce consumption and the un- 
usual exports to France in order 
that the French people may have 
their meager ration of one und of 
sugar per person per month.

a participant in it, Second Lieu- 
tenant Rudolph Clatfelder of 
the cruiser Madgeburg, who 
escaped to Switzerland. He is 
a Social Democrat. 
Lieut. Glatfelder’s account of 
the outbreak was in this country 
a week before the cable dis- 


patches told of Admiral Capelle’s 


announcement to the Reichstag 
that a grave disturbance in the 
navy had been suppressed. 

He tells how mutiny started, 
relating events that led to the 
bloody conflict, that lasted from 


early morning until midnight. - 


Infuriated sailors and marines 
from twenty-five ships mobbed 
ah admiral and his staff of fifty 
officers, set fire to barracks, Zep- 
pelin sheds, warehouses, 
wharves, naval observatory, and

WITH THE REBELS. 
One of the arsenal forts sided 
with the rebels and engaged 


eleven coastal forts. Four un- 
completed warships, bridges, 


‘buildings and fitting-out harbors 
were blown up. Some of the 
mutineers reached their ships, 
others we mowed down by 
mac hine- fire. The Meutenant

“No less than 12,000 sallors 
and marines were involved in 
this uprising,” says Lieut. Glat- 
. “Tam making this state- 
ment from personal knowledge. 
This refers to the last days of 
July and early days of August— 
the final suppression. having 
been concluded on the sixth or 
seventh day of August, of which 
I have learned since leaving 
Wilhelmshaven. 

„In conformity to the plans of 
the Central Terrorist Commit- 
tee, a series of loud demonstra- 
tions were held in Berne, 
Switzerland, for the purpose of 
deceiving the secret agents of 
Berlin into believing that the 
center of the coming uprising 
was to be near the French fron- 
tier and that the agitation was 
intended for the army in France. 

“In fact, this was the ariginal 
idea, but the Russian revolution 
had changed our basia plans and 
we had decided to direct our en- 
tire energies on the working out 
a powerful agitation in the navy. 
The immediate carrying out of 
the new strategy was postponed 
nearly two months on account of 
a serious disagreement among 
our revolutionary tactictans. 

The first group maintained 
that we should exert all our 
energies to bring about a revolu- 
tionary feeling in the ranks of 
our armies stationed in France 
and Belgium; the second group 
pointed out that the navy was 
totally overlooked by our Berlin 
police, therefore it would be 
more effective if we centered 
our prepaganda at Zeebrugge, 
Ostend and other Belgian coas* 
cities, 

“Finally our navalists won, 
and in the middle of May, 149 
heroic comrades, eighty-five of 
whom were women, were 
to sixteén centers. 

GROUPS ASSIGNED. 

“My group was assigned to 
Wilhelmshaven.. In my group 
there were seven persons, five of 
them women. Being an inca- 
pacitated naval officer (the au- 
thor of this report lost an eye 
during a naval engagement with 
a portion of the Russian fleet in 
the Baltic) and therefore fa- 
miliar with our naval centers, I 
was elected chairman and airec- 
tor of our group.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 15.—An 
agreement has been reached between 
Ignacio Bonillas, the Mexican Am- 
bassador at Washington, and the

CORN FOR MENICO. 
[BY A. F. DAY WIRE.) 
EL PASC (Tex.) Oct, 16.—Mexico 
will be permitted to import 


1,000,000 bushels of corn monthly as 
a result of the agreement reached 
over Mexico’s metal embargo, min- 
ing companies here were informed 
by their Washington representatives 
today. 

The corn may not be resold at a 
profit of more than 5 per cent. or 
shipped out of Mexico, according to 
the information here, and mining 
companies will be allowed to send 
corn into Mexico to feed their em- 
ployees. 

In return the United States agreed 
to permit 1,000,000 bushels of corn 
© be exported each month to the 
lexican Chamber of Commerce to 
be distributed by it and gold at a 
profit of not more than 5 per cent. 
Applications of operafing companies 
in Mexico for corn for their em- 
ployees wij also be granted by the 
Food Export Board. owever, as- 
surances must be given that a food 
embargo will be placed against all 
other countries. 

The Mexican government must 

also assure an embargo on gold to 
other countries, and that the parity 
of American gold be maintained. 
Mexican Ambassador Ignacio Bonil- 
les cabled his approval of the tenta- 
tive 2 to his government, 
and it is expected to become effective 
at once. according to the telegram 
received here. 
American mining men here said 
the tentative agreement 
would mean the immediate resump- 
tion of wholesale mining operations 
in the country. They also claimed 
to see in it an indication of Mexico’s 
friendly attitude toward the United 
States and e Entente Allies. The 
appearan n Chihuahua city of a 
new newspaper with a strong pro- 
Ally policy was also taken as an in- 
dication of the new feeling of friend- 
ship.

GOOD SHOWING 
BY SANTA FE. 


Net Earnings in Past Year 
Fifty-one Millions. 


Cost of Operating Railroad is 
Heavily Increased. 


Taxes Paid by Company W ere 
Exceptionally Large.

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.-—Operating 
or gross revenues of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad for 
the vear ending June 30, last, in- 
creased $22,416,729 to $166,179,121 
and operating expenses increased 
$12,602,609 to $96,332,569, leaving a 
net increase in operating revenue 
of $9,814,120 for the year, accord- 
ing to the annual report of the road 
issued today. 

The increase in operating expenses 
is referred to by President Ripley and 
Cha!rman Hines in the report as a 
reason for a renewal of the appl- 
cation made by the road during the 
year for an increase in freight rates. 

Net income of $51,321,917, ac- 
cording to the report, represented 
a return of 6.93 per cent. on prop- 
erty investment. Taxes amounted 
to $9,870,634, an increase of 83,660, 
000 over the preceding year, rep- 
resenting 6.32 per cent. of operating 
or gross returns and 16.49 per cent. 
of net operating revenue, 

Because of the heavy increase in 
Federal taxes, says the report, it is 
by no means improbable that total 
taxes for the calendar year 19M may 
amount to $12,000,000, or twice the 
annual average for recent years, and 
possibly more. 


RAILWAY PROBLEM

SHOW THEIR ANGER. 
“Our naval officers who sur-

them jumped on the improvised 
latform, and, shaking his fist 
anger, shouted words which 


I could not hear, as the body of 


sailors and soldiers greeted his 


first few remarks with spon- 
taneous laughter. Just then I 
noticed that the harbor com- 


mandant was standing very 
near me. I glanced at him sev- 
eral and from his atti- 
tude/and cial expressions, I 
judged that was not in sym- 
pathy with government 
propagandists, and soon was 
convinced that he was not a 
arty to this scheme. I heard 

im shout to one of the offi- 
cers near him: ‘They should 
take Nen away before there is 
bloodshed.’ 

“The sailors and marines 
were ordered to form and march 
back to their barracks. As the 
sailors and marines passed, the 
party on the platform watched 
them with disdain. ; 

“IT was told afterward that 
the old admiral made insulting 
remarks. Toward the end of 
the line one of the younger 
marines returned the old ad- 
miral’s insult with a sarcastic 
smile. Upon this, one of the 
officers on the platform jumped 
from his stand and struck the 


offender on the face with his | 
| gloved fist. 


Then ensued a horrible scene 
that I will never forget. It was 
grewsome. It was not a battle, 
neither was ita riot. It was like 
8000 hungry and angry lions 
let loose at their cruel keepers. 
The sallors and marines, who 
until a few minutes before had 
been listening to the speeches 
and then to the cutting insults 
of the government orators, had 
suddgnly turned wild beasts. I 
heard groans and I heard shouts 
such as I have never heard be- 
fore. Like hungry beasts strug- 
ling at a plece of meat thrown 
at them, the men were practi- 
cally fighting each other in 
their attempt to get at the 
handful of officers from whom 
the life had already departed.” 

“Never before had I imagined 


such human beastliness. They 


were practically tearing at the 
lifeless bodies of some fifty or 
so men. 

“This only lasted half an 
The rioters, a big por- 
tion of them, proceeded toward 
the naval home, which was 
being utilized as one of the ad- 
ministration buildings. Another 
group of perhaps 2000 marines 
and sailors headed toward the

RIOTERS RETURN, 


“Meanwhile the main body of 
the rioters had returned to the 
barracks and having destroyed 
everything in sight, aimlessly 
proceeded to the parade 
grounds. On learning that the 
two forts on the western side 
of the railroad had opened fire 
into the rebel ranks of the 
group that had set fire to the 
Zeppelin sheds, they destroyed 


the railroad junction that con- 


nects the warehouse in the 
extreme east and south and the 
dockyards and the building 
harbor in the harbor. After 


having cut the communication 
between the forts and the ware- 


houses and the arsenal along 
the railroad, they proceeded in 
smart battle formation toward 
the two arsenals’ forts. These 
forts lie in two groups in a 
northwest and southwest in- 
cline. The rioters had charged 
up the flank of the, southern 
fort and had nearly succeeded 
in reaching it when the third 
line land coastal forts opened 
their fire on the attackers. 

“The attackers suddenly 
turned from the arsenal fort and 
attacked the third line land 
forts. They had succeeded in 
getting between the first and 
second fort from the south when 
the second line land batteries, 
which Me across the path of the 
third line forts, opened fire. 
Then, as if by magic, the north- 
ern arsenal battery 
opened a terrific and indiserimi- 
nate fire on all the forts except- 
ing the southern third line land 
forts. For nearly half an hour 
the forts bombarded each other. 
And, although the rebel fort in 
the arsenal was engaged against 
eleven forts of all lines, they 
were getting the best of the bat- 
tle. Because the rebel fort was 
firing its guns at the direction of 
the sea, for which purpose they 
were built, while the loyal forts 
were at a serious disadvantage 
by having to fire toward the land 
side, and therefore could not 
bring into action their larger- 
caliber guns. 

“On observing that the north- 
ern arsenal fort had declared 
for them, the rebels withdrew 
from between the first and sec- 
ond chains of the southern forts 
and were taking cover behind 
the railroad embankments and 
preparing for further develop- 
ments when the warehouses fac- 
ing the fitting-out harbor caught 
fire. 


“At about 2:30 p.m. the forts 
ceased firing. I think because 
the aggressive rebel fort had run 
out of ammunition. Untit 3 
o’clock in the afternoon a solemn 
silence reigned. Although the 
rebels had fought well the time 
had come for a leader. Although 
about a 1000 of them had al- 


ready fitted out the railroad em- 


bankment in the south as a de- 
fensive line, the remaining 7000 
of them were scattered, doing 


damage to the harbor buildings, . 


which although a serious loss 
to the government, was of no 
advantage to the. rebels. 
LEAVES HIS PLACE. 
“Just at this time I decided to 
leave my place of observation 
and try to organize the men who 
were scattered around the Zep- 
pelin and observation grounds. 
As I left the church two terrific 
explosions shook the ground 
with such force that it threw me 
off my feet. Three more dis- 
tinet explosions followed, each 
as forceful as the first. These 
came from 


suddenly 


the direction of the | 


imperial dockyards on the west- 
ern side of which are the dock 
slips. Afterward I learned that 
four large warships had been 
blown up in the building harbor, 
but as 1 did not remain at WII- 
helmshaven much longer after 
the suppression of the riot, I was 
unable to learn the names of the 
ships. 

“My purpose wasto induce 
the scattered groups to join the 
5000 rebels who had taken 
cover behind the railroad em- 
bankments, and then to march 
to the third entrance harbor 
and try to reach their ships, as 
I knew that once they were on 
board their ships many of their 
officers would join them and 
the land batteries would be at 
their mercy. 

“TI was running toward the 
observation grounds when I 
saw a group of naval officers 
coming from the direction of 
the old naval home, also run- 
ning in the same direction. As 
I did not know these officers, 
on seeing them, I slowed up and 
hesitated. One of them com- 
ing toward me with a drawn 
revolver in his hand, demanded 
if I was with the rebels or not. 
I gave him the word, and we 
all reached the men. An old 
officer put himself in charge 
and ordered the rebel crews 
back to their ships. The sailors 
and the marines instinctively 
obeyed and followed the com- 
mand of the unknown officer 
and within an hour the entire 
mutinous crew were on their 
march to different harbor en- 

neces. 

“As we crossed the fresh bat- 
tlefield I realized-that the rebel 
casualties were pretty heavy. 
The crew who belonged to the 
ships in the fitting-out-harbor 
succeeded in reaching their 
ships, which numbered nearly 
twenty-five. But when others 
approached the third entrance 
a terrific machine gun fire sud- 
denly opened upon them. Not- 
withstanding the rebels charged 
an@ succeeded in capturing a 
number of the machine guns. 
Another portion succeeded in 
setting fire to the eastern ware- 
houses. Meanwhile the crews 
must have been having a diffi- 
cult time in getting on board 
as we again heard explosions 
and gun fire. 

“About 7 o’clock in the eve- 
ning, the portion under my 
command had taken charge of 
the first bridge and was about 
to cross the entrance, when I 
received word that all was 
lost. Loyal troops had already 
reached the scene and already 
large numbers were being 
landed on all sides, We made 
desperate attempts to reach the 
ships, but very few men had 
hopes of being able to board 
them if they did reach them. 
From the machine gun sounds 
I heard from the direction of 
the second entrance, I ‘new 
that all the ships must have by 
this time been manned by loyal 
soldiers, who would not permit 
the mutinoug crews to get on 

The men began to wake 
up to the seriousness of the 
danger. Group after group stole 
away. I had only 800 or so 
left with me. Even these began 
to get cool. 


“DO YOUR BEST.” 


“After advising the men to do 
their best in assuming an in- 
nocent attitude, I urged them to 
return -to their barracks at 
night—most of which had by 
that time been burned. I 
walked toward the second 
bridge. I heard shouts from the 
further eastern side and knew 
that soldiers were landing. 1 
shouted and the answer came 
back sharply. I shouted back 
my rank and position at the 
harbor and on approaching I 
was met by two young military 
officers, who eagerly inquired if 
the situation was very grave. 
They seemed to be unwilling to 
have to fire upon their naval 
comrades and were very glad to 
learn from me that the worst 

“I boarded the train that left 
Wilhelmshaven at 4 o’clock in 

morning. and without losing 
time reached the.

ERMAN TORTURES 
“ON BRITISH WOMEN. 


PRISONERS IN AFRICA IN- 
SULTED AND ABUSED. 


Sworn Testimony of Many Mis- 
sionaries Made Basis of Parlia- 
mentary Report, Which will be 
Pressed Against the Enemy at 


Conclusion of the War. * 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Insults 
and physical torture Inflicted upon 
helpless Englishmen and women by 
their German captors in German 
East Africa in the early days of the 
war form the subject of a special 
British parliamentary report, coples 
of which have just reached this 
country. 

This report, embracing the sworn 
testimony of many missionaries and 
native teachers, will form part of the 
terrible indictment against German 
officialdom at the end of the war. 
The affidavits are by British men and 
women who were engaged in church 
work among the natives and who, 
under all rules of warfare, were 
privileged to quit German territory 
in safety on twenty-four hours’ no- 
tice after the outbreak of war. 

Permission to leave was refused 
by the German officials on the 
ground of “military exigencies,” and 
the civillans were kept as prisoners, 
the testimony says, confined inj 
crowded quarters, with insufficient 
food and much of that unfit for con- 
sumption, and forced to do all sorts 
of exhausting labor, so that some 
were permanently injured in health. 

Every effort was made to degrade 
the prisoners in the eyes of the na- 
tives. The men were obliged to act 
as laborers for native miasons and 
to perform many degrading tasks.

“But because America has pros- 
pered, because America has been 
made great by her own ideals and 
her own achievements—there has 
come to American the heavy re- 
sponsibility of rescuing suffering hu- 
manity. It is a God-given mission to 
which we have all been called. [Ap- 
plause. 

“We are not fighting this war 
merely because we have an altru- 
istic end in view. Of course, we 
fight for our ideals, but the call 
would not have come so immutably 
if there had not been in addition 
aggressions upon American rights of 
such a character that we could not 
have endured them and survived as 
a self-respecting nation. 

INTERNATIONAL LAW. 
am not going deeply into the 
causes of this war, but I do wish 
to call your attention to this fact: 
Every civilized nation, until this war 
broke out, recognized and observed 
the principle that a merchant ves- 
sel containing noncombatants, par- 
ticularly a passenger vessel ‘contain- 
ing noncombatant men, women and 
children, should never be sunk un- 
less all the lives of the passe rs, 
as well as of the crew, should first 
be made safe. 

“But do you realize what it means 
to sink a passenger vessel contain- 
ing a similar number of noncom- 
batants upon the high seas without 
notice—a sudden explosion, every- 
one thrown into the water, no 
chance for escape, every vestige of

San Diego yesterday of Deputy Sher- 
iffs Wright and Strong, with the full 
confession ef L. W. Northorn, alias 
Harry Brant, of Oakland, the real 
story of the horrible murder of Israel 
Botwin was told for the first time. 

Characteristically, Northorn at- 
tempts in his confession to put the 
bulk of the blame for the premedi- 
tated slaying and robbery upon his 
companion, Otis Slane. The crime 
itself, as described by Northorn, was 
one of the most remarkable for cold- 
blooded brutality in local annals. 

After a search of more than a 
week the young boy was taken into 
custody on a near Holtville. 
The nonchalant manner in which the 
youth recited the details of the deed 
amazed the officials of this and Say 
Diego county. 

According to the confession, the 
murder was planned several days 
before the two posed as drafted men 
to Mr. Botwin. At Long Beach, 
where the trio remained over night, 
while Mr. Botwin was driving them 
to San Diego, Slane, so Northorn 
says, tore a hotel towel in two, knot- 
ting the ends. He then placed the 
towel around the boy’s neck, show- 
ing how it could be used as & Far- 
rot, remarking: 

“That ought to be a good way in 
which to fig him.” 

WITH A BLACKJACK. 
It was when Botwin alighted from 
the machine on the road south of 
Oceanside to fix a tire that Slane, 


elderly man over the head with a 
blackjack similar to those used in 
the navy. Although dazed, the boy 
says Botwin took a pocketbook from 
his trousers and handed it to Silane 


with the remark: 
boys, but don't 


“Take my money, 
kill me.” 

Northorn alleges, however, that 
Slane struck the half-unconscious 
man over the head several times, un- 
til he staggered insensible into the | 
open door of the machiffle. In that 
helpless condition, Northorn says, 
Slane contintied to beat the old man 
over the head. 

Thinking Mr. Botwin dead, the 

boys dragged him into the machine, 
covering the body with a robe. They 
drove down the road several miles in 
quest of a place to hide the body. 
While Slane looked for a suitable 
spot Botwin regained con- 
sciousness. 
“Tt called to Slane to come back.“ 
said Northorn to the officers, “say- 
ing that Botwin was recovering. 
Slane came back to the car. and, 
facing Botwin, who had gotten out, 
struck him a vicious blow between 
the eyes. Although that blow evi- 
dently caused death, Slane continued 
to unmercifully beat the old man.” 
When both were satisfied that Bot- 
win was dead they dragged the body 
by the heels to the adge of the cliff 
overlooking the ocean and tumbled 
it over. Before hiding it they robbed 
the man’s clothing, hiding every- 
thing in the sand near where the 
body was later recovered. The man's 
purse contained $17. 

After washing the blood as best 
they could from the running board 
of the car the boys proceeded to San 
Diego, where they remained over 
night. From there they went to 
Brawley. It was agreed between the 
young men, according to Northorn, 
that the latter was to pose as Slane’s 
chauffeur. 

ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 

“Slane often said to me.“ contin- 
ued Northorn, “thet he would never 
be taken alive for the crime, that 
he would commit suicide first. He 
had a quantity of cyanide in_ his 
grip. A portion of this he took at 
El Centro, but his stomgch rejected 
i 
R says that When he was 
arrested for speeding the officers at 
Brawley, thinking the car was his, 
released him upon his own recog- 
nizance. He then decided to try to 
escape. It was not until some days 
later that he was informed that 
Slane had been arrested for the mur- 
der of Botwin and that he had been 
implicated in the crime. 

Northorn says he admitted his 

participation in the murder to a 
friend named Hall, Uttle thinking 
that Hall would later tell the officers 
where he could be found. 
Northorn says that he ran away, 
from home, his father being a con- 
tracting carpenter, to join the navy. 
but that Slane had talked him out 
of the idea.

LESTER DONAHUE. 


A LOS ANGELES ARTIST’S PIANO 
RECITAL AT TRINITY. 


——

At Trinity Auditorium, last night, 
Lester Donahue, pianist, gave a per- 
formance which left us in no doubt 
as to his having attained an unas- 
Sailable position as one of the fore- 
most virtuosl of our day. Tech- 
nique is not, in itself, a motive, but 
without it an artist can do nothing, 
and before Donahue had covered a 
dozen measures of D'Albert's tran- 
scription of Bach's Passacaglia 
(played, so far as I know, for the 
first time on this Coast,) we had put 
all thought of technique behind us, 
and listened for fthe personal mes- 
sage of the pianist. His surpass- 
ingly brilliant execution is a. mat- 
ter of natural facility; it is far from 
being his motive, but the tremen- 
dous difficulties of the first number 
vanished under his extraordinary 
hands. 

Lester Donahue is an American, 
born in Los Angeles, but educated 
in the East and abroad, where he 
is actually better known than here. 
He is lacking in that sentimental 
mania which ruins so many of our 
potential great ones; he has strong 
musical feeling, but is devoid of that 
cardinal sin of his countrymen— 
overemotionalism—and, on the other 
hand, he has fortunately escaped 
annihilation of his individuality 
through the channels of European 
music tradition. Donahue is very 
young and retains his vivid person- 
ality to the greater charm and ex- 
pression of his music. 

After D’Albert’s transcription of 
Bach's quaint old dance, which Don- 
ahne has grown into after a study 
upon it of some two years or more, 
he played Beethoven's Sonata Opus 
90. It is one of the briefest of the 
sonatas, but certainly one of the 
noblest; its second movement Dona- 
hue played more rapidly than: we 
are accustomed to hear it, using the 
markings of Beethoven's time as his 
authority. This exquisite and ten- 
der theme loses by being played 
slowly, as it has many repetitions. 
To this group belonged also the 
Schumann Toccata, and two Chopin 
numbers, “Tarantelle,”” the Italian 
dance which Chopin never could ren- 
der Italian, but which is, neverthe- 
less, always charming, and the 
greatest of the nocturnes, the C 
Minor. I do not know which of the 
many legends concerning this noc- 
turne is true; probably none of 
them. It is a heroic work, in Cho- 
pin’s masculine manner. There is 
one story that it represents the con- 
trition of a sinner: another that it 
is the last thought of a man going 
away to a holy war, and another 
that it is the homesick longing of 
an exile. The Chopin legends are 
a detriment to the nocturnes and 
the interpreter. Donahue has felt 
one of the ballades, I forget which 
one, lost to him for all time, be- 
cause of the conflicting legends con- 
cerning it. All of the Chopin noc- 
turnes lend themselves to misinter- 
pretation, but the C Minor, perhaps 
least of all. It has more the pro- 
portion of a ballade, and Donahue 
gave to the first movement its full 
dramatic significance, and to the 
Doppié Movimento a tender convic- 


tion that only youth can give. 
The Liszt number was the fantasie,

was, as everybody expected, the 
most effective of the lot, from the 
technical point of view, although the 
planist probably would say that he 
felt altogether differently about it. 
The sort of display that it demanded 
also was given with the last num- 
ber, the Dohnanyi Rhapsodie, whigh 
brought an immense applause and 
a demand for an encore. 

There was a group of John Alden 
Carpenter — Little Nigger, Little 
Indian“ and Little Dancer.“ Dona- 
hue gave this group its first public 
performance in New York last vear, 
and Carpenter has dedicated it to 
the pianist. Carpenter is an Amer- 
ican, as everybody knows, but he 
belongs, musically, to the modern 
French schoal, and, in spite of the 
strictly Amer Wan themes of these 
little sketches, there is Debussy in 
them—a fascinating combination of 
ragtime and whole tones. The pian- 
ist was warmly welcomed, and will 
be again, although not until next 
season, as he leaves at once for his 
eastern tour.

British Subjects Must Obey 
Military Act Recently 
Passed in Ottawa. 

All male British subjects be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 34 
inclusive, who were unmar- 
ried on July 6 last, or who 
are widowers without chil- 
dren, have been called for 
military service by the Cana- 
dian government in accord- 
ance with the Military Service 
Act recently passed by the 
Parliament at Ottawa. The 
call concerns only those who 
have resided in this country 
since August 4, 1914, 

Those called in the first ~ 
class must report for service 
on or before November 10, if 
application for exemption has 
not been made in their behalf 
by that time. Very severe 
penalties are provided for 
those who fail to respon 
the call.

THE FIZZLES OF DIRECT LEGISLATION. 


IRECT legislation has occupied a place in the statute books of the 

D State of California for six years. It has passed through the theoreticai 

stage and may now be viewed in the light of actual experience. I. 
initiative, the recall, the referendum and the direct primary, these are the 
four expressions of the direct legislation principle. They mark a radical 
departure from the tenets of representative government and it is illuminat- 
ing to observe the results obtained from their actual application to the 
government of a modern State. 

Taxpayers of California have paid a staggering price for the privilege 
of experimenting with the initiative. Initiative State elections, including the 
campaigns, have cost more than $12,000,000 and not a single piece of 
genuinely progressive legislation has been thereby enacted. The great cost 
of these elections has not been to those who presented initiative petitions 
but to the taxpayers who were compelled to organize and conduct campaigns 
of education to prevent the enactment into laws of absurd measures that 
would have throttled commerce and industry, driven capital from the State 
and made its securities worth less than the paper on which they were printed. 
A reference to the “bone dry elections, the single tax elections and the 
pro-gambling elections is sufficient to call to the mind of every taxpayer the 
price he has paid for adopting that invidious device of direct legislation. 

II. 

HERE have been no recall elections involving general State offices; but 

the presence of that device on the statute books has been sufficient 

to deter scores of the best citizens of the State from running for office. 
An honest office-holder regards the recall as an average citizen looks upon 
a bandit. For just as the bandit is no respecter of the legitimate claim on 
the man he robs to the money in his possession, so the recall has no regard 
for the integrity and efficiency of the office-holder whom it assails. A peti- 
tion signed by one-tenth of the voting population compels an official to go 
to the expense of another election to hold the seat to which he has been 
duly elected. The manner in which this device works received a striking 
exemplification in the case of ex-Supervisor R. H. Norton of Los Angeles 
county. He was one of the original recall fanatics. Like most of his breed, 
he proved that those who cry the loudest about reform will bear the closest 
watching. When some of his actions as a Supervisor came to public notice 
a recall petition was circulated to secure his removal from office; but he 
denied the charges in toto, declaring that he was hounded the wicked 
corporations and that his record was pure as a sunbeam. ere was no 
way in which the evidence against Norton could be weighed and sifted; it 
was just a question of the word of Norton against his opponents. Norton 
shouted the loudest and beat the recall. 

But an unfeeling grand jury compelled Norton to stand trial in court 
in the old way for malfeasance in office. His vindication in a former recall 
election was worthless as evidence; he was found guilty and automatically 
deprived of his seat on the Board of Supervisors. When the evidence came 
to be weighed and sifted he was convicted on eight of the ten counts. Yet 
in the recall election his vindication was complete. The old and tried 
method worked after the new-fangled device failed. The processes of the 
courts were effective—again proving that the recall is not only unfair but 
unnecessary. 

T bree years ago State Senator Grant, representing a San Francisco dis- 
trict, was removed from office at a recall election because he had dared to 
vote in the State Senate for the Red Light Abatement Act, one of the best 

ieces of social legislation ever written into the California statutes. The 
Tenderloin and liquor interests combined in Grant's district, paid a stipulated 
price per name for signatures to the recall petition and beat Grant in a 
special election. His sole crime was to vote in the Legislature for a State 
law closing houses of ill fame. Other instances might be cited in which the 
recall has been used as a weapon of revenge and hate. It is a protection 
for venal office-holders and a menace to upright officials. | 

There are social laws as fixed as those of gravitation, laws that cannot 
be violated with impunity. The fatal weakness of all direct legislation is that 


it affords no opportunity for judicial deliberation, for weighing the evidence; 


it is no longer a question of right or wrong. Might supersedes right for 
alteration, amendment or elimination of terms. Passion and Prejudice are 
cloaked in the judicial ermine and seated in the temple of justice. An initi- 
It may be 
aimed at a real abuse but it is so intolerant in form that the remedy it pro- 
posed would be worse than the disease. It is an axiom of law that whenever 
judicial deliberation is barred justice is barred. In its failure to provide for 
judicial deliberation resides the injustice of direct legislation through initia- 
tory and recall petitions. Its proponents assert that the public is the judge; 
but experience proves that the public is never sufficiently conversant with 
the facts to act in a judicial capacity. And moreover, under the direct leg- 
islation system it cannot do any judging: it must accept what is passed 
out to i ow it whole without judging or weighing, or reject it alto- 


IIT. 


EFERENDARY legislation is equally pernicious. The Red Light 
Abatement law was rendered inoperative for two years after its pas- 
sage because the owners of houses of ill fame in San Francisco raised a 
fund of $8000 to secure the circulation of referendary petitions. But five 
r cent. of the vote of the State was sufficient to render the act inoperative. 
The act affected the whole State; but enough signatures were secured in the 
city of San Francisco to kill it. What a travesty on good government! 
Taxpayers of California will be mulcted at least $8,000,000 in extra 
taxes during the next two years because the referendum has been invoked 
against the law limiting the increase in county taxes to five per cent. per 
annum. That law was the best piece of financial legislation enacted in Cal- 
ifornia in ten years; but it was a blow at the tax-eaters because it limited the 
supply of political plunder. Some clever politicians made the school teach- 
ers believe that it was aimed at educational appropriations; acting under a 
misapprehension they placed referendary petitions in circulation. The peti- 
cannot into effect until the 1917 and | tax levies have been made. 
The . above the five per cent. limit are estimated at $6,000,000 for 
the two years; they may run as high as $12,000,000. The beneficiaries of 
this referendary legislation are the tax-eaters; the ones who suffer are those 
who pay the taxes. The loss to the taxpayers of this $8,000,000 is traceable 
to the fact that the referendary legislation could not be modified after the 
petitions were once in circulation, It is a case where those on the county 
pay rolls were able to nullify legislation which would have saved the tax- 


payers $6,000, 000. 
IV. 


IRECT legislation as exemplified by the direct primary has debauched 
State politics. To its pernicious influence may be traced the extrav- 
agance of State administration that has increased the cost of State 

government from $18,000,000 to $36,000,000 in seven years. Chief 
President Roosevelt both declined in 1916 to permit 
ed through the mire of a California direct primary 
election.” In short, every device of direct legiclation which has received 
a trial in California has proven a ban to good government. It has in- 
trenched corrupt bosses in their control of State politics; under its regime the 
cost of State and of county government has doubled; the State is infested 
with political parasites; the operation of salutary laws is suspended by the 
referendum: honest officials are removed from office at the behest of the 
worst interests in the State, operating under the cloak of the recall; and

it maintained? Was it to enable monarchs 
to live in luxury, surrounded by flattering 
and profligate courtiers, by gold sticks in 
waiting and harlots, while the people toiled 
and saved and suffered to maintain kings 
and nobles in sumptuous idleness? Was it 
to equip and marshal armies of men to 
butcher one another in efforts to obtain new 
national boundaries or retain old ones, 
while the makers of war lolled in safety in 
their palaces? Was it to incarnadine 
oceans with the blood of sailors and sink 
ships to the dreamless ooze? Was it to 
withdraw millions from the peaceful pur- 
suits of industry, equip them with arms 
and uniforms and force them into conflicts 
in which they had no personal interest and 
were inspired by no personal hatreds? Was 
it to control the consciences and force the 


beliefs or non-beliefs of multitudes into 


theological dogmas which they did not un- 
derstand or care for? - 

The civilization of the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries has answered these 
questions in the negative, and in answering 
them the people can appeal to the maxims 
and laws of the past, as well as to the ad- 
vanced thought of the present. Go back to 
the laws of the empires whose cradles were 
swung to the music of the Mediterranean 
and whose dirges are chanted Ly its mono- 
tones. Take the Pandects of Justinian, the 
four books written by the great Roman Em- 
peror and lawgiver, and we find that Justin- 
ian himself declared that the purpose of 
all government was to prescribe a rule of 
conduct for men that could be expressed 
in three sentences, to live honestly, hurt 
nobody, and render to every man his due.” 

Centuries later the Roman Empire, whose 
rulers disregarded the teachings of Justin- 
lan, was swept from existence by the 
northern hordes of Attila, and the Anglo- 
Saxons made of England the greatest pow- 
er in the world. 3 

Blackstone defined law as “a rule of civil 
conduct prescribed by the supreme power 
in a state, commanding what is right and 
prohibiting what is wrong.” 

In our own country on each Fourth of 
July we celebrate and honor the words and 
deeds of the fathers who crimsoned the 
snows of Valley Forge with their shoeless 
feet; who followed Mad Anthony's sword 
up against the streaming fire of Stony 
Point; who fought with clubbed muskets at 
Bunker Hill, and with Washington faced 
the roaring ice of the Delaware in order to 
establish a government of freedom for free- 
men; a government where every man 
should be the equal of every man in the 
right to life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness and have the right to become the 
equal of any man in every other respect 


it he could; a government where personal 


freedom should never be invaded by unau- 
thorized power or by unlawful mobs; a gov- 
ernment where the rights of lawfully-accu- 
mulated property should be respecied and 
protected alike in the cabins and the pal- 
aces; a government where no man and no 
combination of men should have license to 
prevent any man from laboring where he 
pleased, for whom he pleased and for such 
wages and hours of labor as he pleased; a 
government where no “labor leader” should 
have a right to dictate to an employer 
whom he should employ, or to an employee 
for whom he should work. 


A government which does not protect 


the property of its citizens from spoliation, 
their persons from assault and intimidation 
and their freedom of action from unlawful 
restriction is worse than no government at 
all. 

The country looks with amazement and 
regret upon the industrial despotism which 
the scum of the gutters of San Francisco 
have apparently succeeded in establishing 
in that city. It is not forgotten that sixty 
years ago the merchants and manufactur- 
ers and mechanics and homeowners of San 
Francisco hanged two malefactors from the 
windows of Fort Gunnybags and drove the 
leaders of the thugs and grafters out of 
the city and promised them a hempen neck- 
lace if they dared to return. It is remem- 
bered that the people of San Francisco, 
when their city was riven by earthquake 


— 


and reduced to ashes by fire, arose 
from their desolation and presented 
the most magnificent example of 
pluck and persistence that any age 
has offered. And it is a matter of 
astonishment and regret that this 
great city seems to be under the 
dominion today of a lot of loafers, 
roughs and cheap jacks who, with 
threats of riot, dynamiting and as- 
sassination, compel the property 
owners, the manufacturers, the em- 
Ployers of labor, the taxpayers and 
the honest toilers who refuse to join 
the bandit “labor unions” to abase 
themselves and obey the orders of 
“walking delegates.” 

What is government for? Is it to 
give security to life and property or 
is it merely a vehicle by which a 
luxurious living can be provided for 
office-holders? 

The most sacred right of the in- 
dividual is to select his own voca- 
tion, to own himself, to sell the 
product of his toil or the toil itself 
to whomsoever he pleases, at such 
price as he chooses to accept—in a 
word, to regulate his own business 
in his own way, without dictation 
from labor unions. If workmen 
who belong to a union shall be al- 
lowed, with impunity, to permanent-

“Therefore we are in this war soe 
because we tend to defend and 
vindicate the vital rights of America, 
and, while doing that, to achieve the 
‘altruistic deal for whjch—we con- 
tend. If we can make democra¢y 
universal, if we can translate present 
despotic governments into free gov- 
erning ions, you will not have 
wars any more. That will be the 
best guarantee for peace because 
self-governing nations are pacific. As 
long as we can accomplish that, and. 
at the same time, preserve our own 
rights, we have a double mission in 
this war. 

»The thing that is underneath 
every war, and without which war 
cannot progress, without which busi- 
ness and all the affairs of American 
life could not live, is money. It is of 
paramount importanee in time of 
war. Do you realize that there is not 
a soldier in a training camp in this 
country, ner one of our gallant sons 
upon the zattlegelde of France, the 
shock of whose bullet is not translat- 
ed to the Treasury Building in 
Washington? Do you realize that 
there is not a cent expended upon 
any activity of the government that 
is not drawr from the treasury of

The stage 
today teaches many a lesson, the 
same as the pulpit and those in the 
theatrical business today, whether 
it be in a large or small way, are 
human beings; they have hearts 
and feelings, and I might add do 
more charitable work than any oth- 
er organization that can be men- 
tioned. The Actors’ Fund of Amer- 
ica, which is only maintained by 
subscription, takes. care yearly of 
thousands of poor, destitute, and 
broken down actors and actresses 
and in case of death, buries them 
in the style befitting them without 
asking the genera! public.or the city 
in which they die tor any help 
whatsoever. 

The stage and theater may be 
decried by Mr. Sunday; but when- 
ever there is a catastrophe of any 
kind, a fire, flood, earthquake, or 
whatever it may be, the first peo- 
ple called upon are the theatrical 
people to render their assistance for 
benefits to help the poor and desti- 
tute, and there has never been such 
an occasion where the theatrical 
people as a whole have not only 
volunteered their services, but have 
worked night and day to make such 
benefits huge successes 

I am very sorry to have to an- 
sewer Mr. Sunday's article, because 
it forces me to mention at least two 
names; two of the most highly 
respected citizens in our com- 
munity who have many times in the 
past atten@ed theaters in this city 
and enjoyed clean, sweet and pure 


entertainment, viz: Rev. Baker P.

Today, on the modern 
stage, the play's the thing. It can 
be as Innocent and sweet as an in- 
fant, but it can be made bad by 
the construction one puts on it. If 
the mind is pure and innocent, one 
does not look for the bad things 
in a play, but only sees the good 
things.
